It would be injuſtice to the commiſſioners, who acted under 
this commiſſion of bankruptcy, not to acknowledge the pains 
they took to unravel this perplexed ſcene of iniquiry ; they at- 
tended with unwearied patience when ever required, and heard 
with unbiaſſed candour, whatever came before them.
